I had retired but a few moments last 


night, before 1 was fairly in 'Dream- 
land,' and my dreams were of so local 
and agreeable a nature, that on awaken- 
ing, 
I at once resolved to transfer to 


paper, what I am superstitious enough 
to believe, may prove oniinous as re- 
gards our city. I thought that the year 
JSflO had come round, and that a pleas- 
ant morning had tempted me to take a 
stroll in 
the neighborhood of old 


"Fort Green," which to my surprise I 
discovered was laid out as a public 
I'ark, •nith evergreens, shrubbery, al- 
coves &,c. A neat Bowling Saloon for 
ladies stood near, where several young 
girls, costumo;! a to liloomcr, were exer- 
cisingin that pleasant game. I know 
not how long I should have lingered 
there, gazing alternately at them and 
at the many princely mansions, that 
appeared to have sprung up in that 
vicinity, had not the shrill whistle of 
the Locomotive, broke upon my ear, 
and revealed a long train of passenger 
and freight cars just entering the 
Depot, on the sito of the former Cove. 
1 watched tlio transfer of passengers 
and merchandise into the beautiful 
stenrner, lying at the head of the Hail- 
road Wharf, formerly Long Wharf, 
which appeared considerably widened. 
On the steamer's carved and gilded 
prow, I could dccyplier her name "City 
of Newport;" and as she was being 
loosed from her moorings, it occurred 
to me, what would some of the 'old 
Fogies' of Nowport, that lived in 18.W 
say', could they stand again on the 
earth, and witness what was then meet- 
ing my eye.—Just at that moment the 
little steamer "Jamestown," allot past 
the head of their pier, heavily larlcn 
with every kind of produce, and farm- 
Ing stuff, from Narr»>rai!sett; having 
passed 
through the Canal opened 


through the Island of Canonieut, and 
thus communicating the main land with 
our Island. 
A* I approached 
the 


Parade I observed a neat and tasty iron 
railing had taken the place of tlio 
dilapidated wooden one that once had 
surrounded tiio:M«ll,: wiu iho Kroiinon 
within seemed to have been graded, 
planted with choice shrubs, and'bnis- 
mentcd with gravel walks, scats, Ac.

vicinity of 'Ochre Point,' thcrn had 
just been completed a splendid execu- 
tive mansion, for which purpose Con- 
gress had two years since appropriated 
three hundred thousand dollars. 
This 


was to he tlio perpetual summer resi- 
dence of all the future occupants of the 
White House. 


I next espied the cupola of a large 


building iu Spring street, between Mary 
and Touro streets, and which I sup- 
posed was a long needed Hall for con- 
certs, lectures, *c.—Further south was 
a small stone edifice for the safe keep- 
ing of the City Records. On passing 
Market Square, I was glad to recognize 
the "Judge," presiding at his accus- 
tomed stand, he having in tbe mean- 
while grown somewhat corpulent.

noticed several of tho 'fast* young men 
of the city congregated there, and it 
amused me to see one call for bis choco- 
late, and another for his 'old Java,' 
aud sip it with fiusto. 
Tho main Law 


being in full force, of course 'Heid- 
seick' aud •Old Holland,' were at a 
discount. A large Hie had apparently 
swept away the old Kookeries on lianis- 
tcr's Wharf, and fire proof five story 
Ware Houses had been substituted for 
them. Opposite the 'United States,' 
I at once recognized the familiar face 
of our worthy city bill collector. Of 
course his once erect and somewhat 
imposing figure, waa slightly bowed, 
but his expression was unchanged, and 
I noticed that poor creditors gave him a 
wide berth, or bowed most obsequious- 
ly as they passed. Presently I saw two 
men in the door way of a neighboring 
shop, who from snatches of the conver- 
sation, that 1 could catch, were warmly 
dobatingtbe exploded subject of "Kap- 
pings." and frequently I could detect 
the expression of 'LAND'S SAKK,' drop 
from the lips of one of the speakers. 
On passing the head of Commercial 
Wharf, I saw at its end a largo steam 
ship, that appeared to have just ar- 
rived from Europe; tho Pier being 
crowded with Kmigrants, Drays and 
Luggage. 
I observed by a handbill 


tacked on a neighboring post, that she 
was the side wheel steamship, 'Little 
Rliodar of two thousand tons.

stinctively wending my way towards

ago, the clerks seemed very busy pro- 
paring for the annual"February sales." 


Although I fancied I was approach- 


ing my usual dining hour. 
I could 


not resist taking one stroll through the 
Island Cemetery, which I found had 
been converted, through tho combined 
aids of art and taste, into a miniature 
Mt. Auburn. Many of the monuments 
seemed of recent importation from the 
studios of Italy. 
Very sad did I be- 


come as 1 read the names of many with 
whom 1 had formerly held converse, 
and I remember to have plucked a hud 
from the grave of one fair girl, whom I 
had last seen the very impersonation of 
health and beauty. 
I. know not how 


long I should have dreamed, had not 
at that moment the city clock struck 
the hour of twelve, and by its sonorous 
tone broke the agreeable spell, which 
for thirty minutes only had bound me. 


Immediately on awakening, these 


lines of a quaint old poet occurred to 
me, and I transfer them as an appro- 
priate Jlrutlf; to my nocturnal peregrina- 
tions:

"Chief Justice Waito is dead" was 


the startling announcement that fei! 
upon Washington on Friday morning 
lust. No one could believe it possible 
at Hist. Although tho Chief Justice was 
iu his Bovonty-sccoud year ho was a re- 
markably well preserved man, and to 
judge from outward appearances likely 
to live for many years. 
He died sud- 


denly from nervous action of the heart. 
He had been slightly ailing for several 
days but neither ho nor his physician 
realized that it was anything more 
than a cold. 


Chief Justice Waito presided over 


tho Supremo Court last Mmiday and 
the long opinion iu favor of tho lltll 
patent in the celebrated telephone case, 
which occupied two hours in its road- 
ing, was his last work. Ho graduated 
from Yale College in 1837, and was ap- 
pointed to tho Supreme Bench from 
Ohio, by President Grant iu 1874. 


Tho appointment of a successor to 


the late Chief Justice Is by far tiie most 
important question which Mr. Cleve- 
land has yet had to consider, and one 
which cannot fail to have an important 
bearing ou the coming Presidential

Retaining Moisture in the. Soil. 


As the country grows older droughts 


become more injurious, because tho ef- 
fect of cultivation is generally to dimin- 
iih the natural capacity of the soil to 
hold moisture.' Ai the vegetable mat- 
ter decreases the surface becomes hard- 
•ned, and water from rains aud snows 
runs off instead of linking down into 
the soil. For this reason many small 
•prings fail, as the water runs away 
.early ou the surface, instead of slowly 
HUenbg into the reservoirs that form- 
erly supplied them. This is especially 
tiue on heavy land, whose capacity for 
•retaining moisture depends largely on 
the vegetable matter that it contains. 
It is u common mistake to think that 
underdrainiug makes soils dryer in 
time of drought. On the contrary, it 


stable manure only iuakes the mattei 
woisu. It is dilliuult to add mineral 
fertilizers in amounts sufficient to hard- 
en the soil; This •eoini to be what is 
needed to exclude air and thus pre- 
serve an equable temperature, with 
moisture enough to keep the roots 
reasonably cool. 
Thosuddcu changes 


in temperature in light, dry soil are 
always predisposing causes of blight. 


For hauling out manure low wagons 


with wide tires are much better than 
high ones. They are easier to load, 
and the wide tiro prevents doop cutting 
into the soil. Old wheels, not strong 
enough for 
service on Jarge, high 


wagons, may bo cut down, and with 
some new spokes will be ample for the 
heavy work on the firm, which is much 
Iocs severe on wagons than driving on 
hard roads. In a low wheel tho strength 
is concentrated so that it will boar a 
much greater weight than the samo 
spokes before they are cut down. The

An overgrown evergreen i 
not a thing of beauty, though it ma' 
be all the better as a windbreak.

The drain, 


by removing surplus stagnant water, 
allows tho soil to freeze to a greater 
depth, and thus become more porous. 
The value of an underdraiu thus in- 
creases with tho deeper freezing of each 
•uccessive winter, because this increas- 
es tho capacity of the soil to retain wa- 
ter. 
This is one reason why drains 


ihould be mado at least three foot deep 
in our Northern climate," so as to got 
them down below roach of injurious 
freezing.

the soil froozos so deeply there is no

drain no damage. 


Green Peas for the Table. 


Farmers of all others should have a 


succession of tho choicest vegetables. 
If they fail iq this, as so many do, they 
do not improve their privileges as they 
ought, and might just about as well live 
in the crowded city as on the farm. Tho 
green pea season ou most farms is 
•hoi toned too much, and on some it 
never comes at all. "To have peas four 
or five weeks requires three varieties; 
two early and ono lato should bo sown, 
aud with two or more plantings of 
these. For tho very earliest a smooth 
early variety may bo planted, as those 
»ro more hardy than the sweeter wrink- 
led sorts. Then a week or ton days

solved in it is good to wash colorec 
table linen. 


For canker sore mouth, one table- 


spoonful of borax dissolved in half a 
pint of water is excellent used as a 
wash. 


To clean rod brick floors, rub them 


with a briok moistened with a little 
warm-milk and water, and wipe dry 
with'a soft cloth. 


Half a teaspoonful of common talil* 


salt, dissolved in a little cold water ami 
drank, will instantly relieve heartburn. 


To clean straw matting, boil three 


quarts of bran in one gallon of water, 
and wash the matting with the water, 
drying it well.

milk, and is less fattening than corn. 
No kind of grain needs to bo gioiind 
for shoop, as they digest it perfectly if 
fed whole. 


It is important that grafts bo cut be- 
fore tho buds begin to swell 
In the 


cherry and plum this is very essential 
to success. It is better to cut all grafts 
early in spring, and cover with dry sand 
In tho cellar until ready to nso. Sonic 
grafters cntin the Fall, bntthisinvolvcs 
unnecessary labor in keeping grafts in 
good condition through tho winter. 


The first year that a heifor gives milk- 


is vorj- important in deterininingMk 
after value for thn dairy. It will pay

Our camp is situated on thu edge uf 


a largo tract of woodland covered with 
tall handsome trees, but it will soon bo 
cleared laud if they continue to cut 
down the trees, as they have begun,for 
firewood. From a hill near ns one can 
sec various fortifications and wo can- 
not go half a mile in any direction with- 
out seeing forts or camps. 
Thus we 


are mado to realize that wo aro a part 
of Uncle Sam's creat army and that 
the wat is very near to us, while the 
future is uncertain. Man proposes but 
God disposes. The forts around us are 
earihwurks built of tough Virginia 
mud and gmvol. 
They look strong 


and are mounted with heavy cannon 
and occupied by troops tor tho defense 
of Washington. Tho boys aro mostly 
writing homo this evening, Sorgeant 
Kales says that I havo lost my name at 
the night roll call (fl 1". M.,) and must 
answer to No. 22, just the samo, 1 am 
told, us they do in State Prison. It is 
easier for him in calling the roll at 
night to call by numbers and mark 
down tho missing than to remember all 
the names in the Company. We aro 
daily nioro pleased with our captain, 
1'owel. He seems the superior of any 
otlicer in tho regiment. 
Tall and 


straight, ho looks every inch tho soldier 
that ho is. 
Constant in his caro for 


tho men, his pocket-book is at all times 
open for their necessities. 
1 lost my 


knapsack in tho confusion of getting in- 
to camp so have run out of pins.necdles, 
and thread; wish you would send mo a 
supply when convenient. 
Our physi- 


cian is a Dr. King, a nice, quiot gcntlo: 
man. It is a very pleasant day, every 
thing in good order around tho camp; 
tents in excellent shape, with trenches 
around them to carry off thooxtra rain, 
and the boys are enjoying themselves 
as if on an excursion. There are only two 
2 long faces in our company, of which 
mine is not one; their owners are sick, 
and aro going homo to Newport in the 
morning. 


Juno 3d.—Last night thirty of ns 


were sent out on picket duty, some 
miles beyond the camp, on the road to 
Harper's Ferry. It was very muddy, 
as it is here after a rain, and the mud is 
so sticky it makes difficult walking and 
sometimes takes tho shoes olT your feet. 
Near the end of our route wo were 
startled by tho challenge of "117/0 yoeft 
tlieri:!" Thoseiitry called twice before wo 
know he was challenging us, as be was 
Irnidcn in tho wood some distance oil. 
Capt. I'owel, who was with us, had to 
advance into the wood alone and give 
the password, leaving ns in the road. 
The sentry said he would havo fired on 
ns if ho had got no answer to his second 
call. About two miles farther on, our 
detachment was halted in front of a 
dwelling. 
We knocked at the door 


and after a little waiting a man put his 
head out the window, when tho Captain 
informed him that ho must open the 
door, as we should quarter on him for 
the night. With some grumbling he 
finally admitted us into a barn-like 
building in the yard, called his work- 
shop, and wo sat around against thu 
wall on saw horses, boards, wash-tubs, 
or anything bandy, ready to answer 
the alarm at a second's notice. In the 
room was one of those tables with jig- 
saw attached to run by foot power. 
Sergeant Morgan got on top of the ta- 
ble, and curling his body around tho 
saw, apparently wont to sleep. 
From 


this station, ten alert, careful, watch- 
ful men who could be depended upon, 
wore sent half a mile beyond to the 
road for picket duty, three of the num- 
ber to be stationed 150 yards in advance 
of their fellows, to bo relieved every 
two hours. 
A number of farmers with 


their teams tried to pass, but wore sent 
back beyond tho lints until daylight. 
One of our Corporals told us that 
he, 
with two 
others, was placed 


at the extreme end of the Hue. it 
was their first experience on picket. 
They were left in a strange place, on 
one side of the road leading to flarper's 
Ferry, and it was so intensly dark that 
they 
could not know any of their 


surroundings. 
An 
enemy 
might 


have them under the cover of Ids 
musket one 
minute, and 
in tho 


next scud a ball into their brains! 
All the stories they had ever beard of 
men shot on picket passed in review be- 
fore them, and their inexperience kept 
them constantly on the 'V/m m'ue," lest 
they should be in snme manner, found 
lacking in tho duties of their situation. 
After a long time, when tho silence of 
the night had become almost unbeara- 
ble by its very silence, they became 
aware that something was going on, for 
they seemed toheara distant rumbling. 
They listened earnestly and finally tho 
corporal laid down in the muddy road 
and with bis ear pressed to tho ground 
heard or felt the thud of tramping 
horses in the distance. Every eye was 
strained to discover forms in tho high- 
way, 
but the darkness was so great 


nothing could be seen. The tramping 
became more and more distinct, and 
the listeners were conscious that some 
large force was near at hand. The 
snorting of the horses could now bo 
heard, and while lying with ears 
pressed to the road listening to the vi- 
bration they suddenly broke into a 
galop. We then sprang to our feet, 
half expecting to be trampled down in 
our tracks, and challenged sharply.— 
Getting no reply the corporal ordered 
bis colleagues to cock their muskets 
and be prepared to shoot instantly, but 
not until he should advance on the op- 
posite side of the road to see if any- 
thing could be found out. By this time 
we became aware that the tramping 
horses, if in the roadway, must be near 
enough to be detected, for "we could al- 
most feel their presence, but nothing 
could bo seen. At this juncture we 
cast our eyes upward and saw—blessed 
relief—some 15 or 16 feet above us, the 
distinct outline of the heads and shoul- 
ders of a large number of horses peer- 
ing over a fence. It seems the road 
had been cut through a side hill and 
was 10 or 12 feet below the plain where 
these loose horses had been capering 
around to keep warm until they sud- 
denly stopped nearly over our heads.— 
What a relief! We wore in a strange 
country, surrounded by enemies, on a 
lonely road, in the thick darkness, of a 
very dark night, the remainder of our 
company too faraway to help us, and 
suddenly the tramping of these horses 
breaks the hitherto painful stillness. 
Looking back (25 years ago it was), it 
seems ludicrous, but it was dead earn- 
est to us then. Between 2 and 3 in tho 
morning we captured a man trying to 
pass our lipes and brought him into 
camp tho next morning, whore ho wa« 
examined, proved all right and sent on 
his way rejoicing. To-day we aro re- 
ceiving our government rations, nice 
soft bread, coffee and fresh bpef, good 
enough for anyone, and tlio boys' faces 
light up at the sight. Onr bread is in 
large square loaves (ten-canteni), and 
the allowance two » day for cnr.li man 
which is more than wo can eat with 
our other food. Wo had a regimental 
•Irill ycstorday ami I havo bad tho first 
refreshing -sleep sinco leaving homo.

1 was at Fort Motto station, near the 


Congaree River, in South Carolina, not 
far from the junction of that stream 
with the Watoreo, on a bright, frosty 
morning in January, 1841). 


"Will you direct mo to the Fort 


Motto plantation?" I said to a lad. 


Pointing up a genteel slope, he said, 
"On the top o' tho hill is Mr. Love's 


house which they call Fort Motte. 
It 


is only a short walk from here up that 
dirt road." 


At the summit I found a very aged 


man, 
with thin white hair and warmly 


clad, sitting upon a log by tho wayside. 
Ho was resting his hands upon a long 
staif, and smiled pleasantly as I ap- 
proached. After a cordial greeting I 
asked 
'Is that 
Fort 
Motte?" pointing 


toward a rather fine-looking house for 
the region standing on the high rolling 
plain which sloped to thu swamps on 
every side. 


"So they call it," said the old -man; 
but it ain't the fort we tuck from the 


liritish mor'n sixty year ago—burnt 
'em out, you may say." 


"Woro yon one of its captors?" I 


asked. 


"I reckon I wuz," replied the old man. 


"D'ye see that scar?" pointing to his 
forearm, which he had bared of its 
sleeve. "A redcoat's bullet made it in 
a scrimmage afore the siege. I was 
Horry'sleftenant. 
ITorry, you know, 


was Marion's right-hand man wont 
hunting Tories. 
Ho shattered when 


hurried to say anything quick. 
Com- 


ming suddenly on a Tory camp one 
night, ho wanted to toll us to fire quick. 
He said, 'Fi-fi-fi-fi—shoot, darn ye I' and 
wo blazed »way in tho dark." 
«" Why was this called Fort Motto?" I 
inquired. 


"Bless your soul!''oaid tho old sol- 


dier, with animation. 
''Don't you 


know 
Becky Motte—Uecky Browtoii 


that was—lived here? 
Mighty plucky 


woman was Becky Motte. 
A purty 


woman, too; as purty as a picture, 
though she was-well-nigh forty year 
okl, and had a darter married to Gincr- 
al Pickney. She was a Charlcstown 
lady, daughter of a Britisher, and this 
was her best country house—a mighty 
healthy place on this hill. The British 
druv Becky out of her house, dug a big 
ditch all around it, piled up a high bank 
o' dirt 'round the ditch, next the house, 
and so made a fort of it—a piirty strong 
fort agin muskets and rilles. 
ft was a 


nice house, but not so lino as Mr. 
Love's, which Becky built right away 
after the war. 1 helped draw timber to 
build it." 


'The British drove Mrs. Motte and 


her family out of her house, did they? 
Where did they go?" I asked. 


"To her overseer's, on yon hill," he 


replied. "Becky was a rich widder; 
lost her husband early in tho war, and 
lived hero in tho summer. 
At that 


farm-house she showed rani grit, I tell 
ye; grit that made us all feel as if we 
would willingly die for her—yes, die for 
her." 


"How did sho show grit?" I asked, 


as I seated myself on the log beside the 
veteran in the bright sunshine. 


"Well, you see, said the old patriot, 


as his voice waxed stronger by the 
stimulus of vivid recollections, "they 
had her house, and five hundred red- 
coats were in and around it. 
Leften- 


ant-Colonel Lee—Legion Harry, you 
know—you must havo heard of him—a 
dashing young trooper then of my age— 
twenty-five—had joined us with his 
lighthorsemcn, and we alt pushed for- 
ward, horse and foot, and we all pushed 
forward, horse and foot, for this place 
to drive off the Britishers. 
That very 


mornin' some troopers from Charleston 
came to the fort with dispatches of 
Lord Rawdon atOamdon. 
They were 


about, to leave when wo appeared at 
Becky's 
farm-house. 
They 
WUK 


skcered and didn't go. Leo had a 1 ttle 
six-pounder cannon which he placed in 
battery on the knoll you sec yonder, 
speckled with the stumps of sonic trees 
lately cut down. Tho redcoats had no 
artillery, so we had 'cm, we reckoned." 


"Who were Lee's troopers?" I asked. 
"Mostly young Virginians, 1 reckon, 


ready to go when he might lead; and 
he was ready to lead wherever his coun- 
try needed brave men. lie was a hand- 
some young man, with large dark eyes 
and brown hair. The gay uniform of 
his men mado the homespun clothes of 
Marion's brigade appear meaner than 
ever. But we had the grit as well as 
they." 


"How did you take the fort with only 


that little Hold-piece?" i inquired. 


"I'll tell ye. Leo dismounted bis 


troopers, led 'em into a narrow hollow 
up to a short way from the fort, and 
with the help of some niggers began to 
dig toward it, and threw up breast- 
works whilst we took post at the field- 
piece to defend it in case the redcoats 
should come out and attack us. 
They 


were ordered to surrender. They said 
they wouldn't. 
.list then we heard 


that Rawdon was retreating from Cam 
den and had sent troops to join the gar- 
rison at Fort Motte. That very night 
their camp-fires were seen on a hill not 
far away. Tho sight made uslively, I 
tell you. 
Something must be done 


quickly. To batter down their works 
with our baby cannon or reach them by 
digging trenches would take too much 
time. But Lee was up to anything. 
'We must burn 'em out,' ho said." 


"The shingles on the housa wuz dry 


as tinder, for the sunshine wuz hot on 
that day, at the middle of May. 'I can 
send fire on 'cm with arrows, said Lee, 
'and they'll blaze in a minute." But he 
didn't like to do it. Becky Motto wu/i 
his friend; her son-in-law wuz 
his 


friend; but he thought of his country 
first and his friends afterward. When 
he mentioned ir. to Becky, the plucky 
woman clapped her hands and said, 
'Good! good! Do it if you can. Burn 
the house if they won't surrender.' 
Wasn't thut real grit—real patriotism? 


"Leo sent another order for the red- 


coats to surrender. They knew help 
was nigh and they wouldn't do it. 
ITo 


asked Marion, 'Have you a man who 
can shoot straittht with a bow- and ar- 
row?' 'Yes,' the Gineral said; ;.Vathan 
Savage is as good a shot as any In- 
dian.' 


"A bow and arrow were quickly 


made and taken to Lee's headquarters 
at the overseer's house with Nathan. 
He tried the bow and said, 'It ain't 
strong enough,' 'Here, darter,' said 
Becky to the youngest, who married 
Colonel Alston, 'run and git the Indian 
bow nnd arrows.' Turpentine torches 
were faslcncd to two or three of the ar- 
rows, when Nathe sent them like blax- 
In' stars straight to the roof. The shin- 
gles smoked and we hurrahed. They 
blazed, and wo shouted. The redcoats 
ran up and began to knock off the 
burning shingles. Shots from the six- 
pounder raked the loft' and sent the 
Britishers scampering pell mell below. 
Pretty soon a white flag was soon wav- 
ing, and at noon wo had 'em: tlio red- 
coats wore all our prisoners. Wasn't 
we happy fellers? I didn't mind the 
hullnHiole in my arm a hit, just then. 
Reeky Motte—plucky Becky Motte— 
was as happy as any of us, though her 
fine house wuz in ruins. Sho invited 
the British offlcnrs, as well n« ours, to 
her farm-house to lunch, nnd, perfect 
Indv as sho was everywhere, she wuz as 
pufllto to her country's enemies as to 
Its friends. 


'While wo woroat lable," continued 


tho old soldier, "word cnmo to onr flln- 
firal thittsomo of hid men wuz amusing 


themuolves by hanging Tories. Marlon 
hurt ied out and with liis drawn iword 
ran to thu spot in time to save the life 
of one of 'cm. It was Tom Cunning- 
ham, one of the worst, who died at 
Kingston last year. The (Jiucral threat- 
ened to kill any man who should at- 
tempt to harm another prisoner. A 
just man, a brave man, a Christian uian 
was Gineral Marion." 


When the venerable soldier had fin- 


ished his story 1 strolled on to tho 
house of Mr. Love, where I spent sev- 
eral hours very pleasantly, He said 
tho narrator was a worthy pensioner 
nnd a man of truth, and that the tradi- 
tions of tho country as well as official 
reports were in general agreement with 
his story of tho capture of Fort Motto 
by Loe and Marion. 1 wrote the name 
of the venerable pensioner on a scrap 
of paper, soon lost it, and have boon 
unable to recall it. 


Tho remains of the entrenchment 


around tho house wore still quite prom- 
inent.

Men Who 
Acquired 
Oreatueia 


While Young. 


Lord Bacon graduated at Cambridge 


when sixteen, and was called to the bar 
at twenty-one. 


Only one civilian out of the presi- 


dents of this country ever gained his 
first election after ho was sixty, and 
that 0110 was James Buchanan. The 
chance for the presidency after sixty is 
small and growing less. 


William Pitt entered the university 


at fourteen, was chancellor of the ex- 
chequer at twenty-two, prime minister 
at twenty-four, and so continued for 
twenty years; and at thirty-five his 
was the most powerful uncrowned head 
in Europe. 


From tho earliest years of Queen 


Elizabeth to tho latest of Queen Victo- 
ria, England has had scarcely an able 
statesman who did not leave the univer- 
sity by the time ho was twenty, and 
many of them left at an earlier age. 


The late Lord Boaconsfield left the 


cloister and entered the great world 
early, as did John Bright, and com- 
menced his political career by writing a 
book at sevenleen, in which he predicts 
cd that ho would be prime minister. 


Hamilton was in King's college at 


sixteen; when seventeen, he mado a 
notable address on public affairs to the 
citizens of New York; at twenty, ho 
was entrusted with a most important 
message to General Gates; 
was in 


Congress at twenty-five and secretary 
of the treasury at thirty-two. 


John Quincy Adams, nt the age of 


fourteen, was secretary to Mr. Dana, 
then minister to tho Russian court: at 
thirty he was himself minister to Prus- 
sia; at thirty-five he was minister to 
Russia; at forty-eight lie was minister 
to England; at fifty-six ho was secre- 
tary of state, and president at fifty- 
seven. 


There have been twenty-two presi- 


dents of the United States, live of 
whom wore elected at fifty-seven, and 
six attained that great office before the 
age of fifty. Three military men past 
sixty have been elected, and the other 
was General Jackson, and he was elect- 
ed at sixty-one. 


Jonathan Edwards acquired early re- 


nown as the greatest metaphysician in 
America and as unsurpassed by anyone 
in Europe. lie commenced the reading 
of Latin when six years old. At ton 
he wrote a remarkable paper on the 
immortality of the soul. At tho ago of 
thirteen he 
entered Yale 
College, 


where he graduated four years later. 


Gen. Grant was elected president at 


forty-six; but when a young man, in 
the Mexican War, ho so distinguished 
himself at the battle of Moliuo del Roy 
that General Scott named him for pro- 
motion on tho field, and at tho storm- 
ing of Cbapultapcc his courage and 
ability caused him to be specially com- 
mended by Gen. Worth. And for these 
young acts of skill nnd valor ho was 
made captain in the regular army. Ho 
was but thirty-nine when he gained his 
victory at Fort Donclsou, and only for- 
ty-one when he took Vicksburg. 


Saving the Teeth.

well-know dentist recently. The den- 
tist replied at once: "Nothing bill wa- 
ter. 
There are more teeth ruined by so 


called dentifrices than by all other 
causes in tho world put together. 
The 


object of thu makers of these dentifri- 
ces is, of course, to produce a prepara- 
tion that will, with very little rubbing 
of the brush, make the teeth look per- 
fectly clean and white. To accomplish 
this they put pumice stone, and some- 
times strong alkalis, in their prepara- 
tions. Pumice stone will unquestiona- 
bly take all the tartar off the teeth.and 
will also, just as unquestionably, take 
all the enamel with it. An alkali will 
make a yellow tooth look white in a 
few seconds, hut before a week has 
passed it will havo eaten away nearly | 
all the enamel, and utterly destroyen ; 
the tooth. In walking along the, street, ' 
you often sec a 'fakir,' • hy way of ad- 
vertising his patent dcntriiice, call a 
small boy from the crowd near by, and, | 
opening the boy's mouth, rub the den- j 
tifrice on his dirty teeth, and in a min- 
ute take oil all the tartar and make the 
teeth look perfectly pure and white. 
Now, a man like that fakir ought to be 
arrested, for he has forever destroyed 
that boy's teeth. His preparation, com- 
posed of a powerful alkalis, is eating 
away tho enamel of tho boy's teeth,anil 
in a few months the poor youngster 
will not have a sound tooth in his head. 
The dentifrices composed 
chiclly of 


pumice stone are not as bad as those 
containing alkalis, because they will 
not destroy the teeth so quickly; but if 
used habitually they will as certainly 
destroy them in the end. 


"f should advise a man by all means to 


use no dentifrice of any description,un- 
less it be prepared chalk. If this is used 
not oftencr than once a week, it will 
not injure the tcotli, and may help to ! 
cleanse them, but it should on no :ic- j 
count he used every day. 
Orris root i 


docs the teeth no harm, and gives a | 
pleasant odor to the breath; and if all ; 
our dentifrices were composed simply | 
of orris root and prepared chalk, they 
would be harmless enough, if not ben- 
eficial. My own plan is to use a mod- 
erately hard brush and plenty of cold 
water, and nothing else, and my teeth 
are in excellent condition. 
If'people 


would only pick their teeth carefully 
after each meal, making sure that not 
the slightest particle nf food remained 
near the gums or between the tccth,and 
would also before retiring run a piece 
of soft- thread through their teeth, they 
would not have any necessity for a den- 
tifrice. Of course sweets and candies 
are bad for tho teeth; so is smoking, ur 
taking either very cold or hot drinks; 
but, bad as all these undoubtedly are, I 
really think that the worst enemy the 
teeth has Is the so-called dentifrice. 
Take tho advice of a dentist, ami never 
use anything for your teeth bitt a brush 
and good cold water."—[Boston Satur- 
day Evening Gazette.
